“THE TRUE POLICY 
Which Has Swung Michigan Into Demo- 
cratic Ranks 


AS OFTEN AS ADHERED 10, 


And Which Has Made the State 
Republican, 


WHEN SET ASIDE FOR EXPEDIENCY: 


The Farmers of Michigan the Men Who 
Control at the Ballot Box—A 
Similar Case in Iowa. 


Lansing, Mich. May 1.—(Special.)— 
Michigan is, perhaps, entitled to the 
honor for having first successfully revolt- 
ed against her republican bosses. 

Democracy was the means employed, 
but the result was really the work of the 
farmers of the state, who resolved to 
throw off the yoke of masters under 
whom taxes had grown oppressive, and 
to whom was charged all the misfortunes 
to which they were subject. 

How the Figures Changed. 

In 1872 the republicans cast for Grant 
138,458 votes and 78,350 for Greeley. This 
did not represent the normal democratic 
vote, however, as there were democrats 
in Michigan, aS elsewhere, who did not 
believe in the professions of the famous 
editor. In 1876 both parties were on their 
mettle, and polled a vote by which their 
strength may be properly estimated. 
Hayes received that year 166,901 votes, 
Tilden 141.595; and the greenback ticket 
9,060. This was a republican majority of 
25,306. In 1878 the democrats fell back to 
78,503, the republicans to 126,901, while 
the greenbackerS increased to 73,313, or 
almost equal to the democrats. In 1880 
many of the greenbackers, seeing hope 
for relief through the democratic party, 
transferred their allegiance thereto, giv- 
ing it 131,300, retaining 34,795 themselves 
but allowing the republicans to reach the 
highest figure in their history, being 1S5,- 
190, or a plurality of 53,890. 

The Issue Made Clear. 

These figures demonstrated quite clearly 
that the issue upon which republican 
states might be won over to democracy was 
that of money reform. It is all very well 
to laugh at the efforts of the common peo- 
ple to obtain some legislation favorable to 
themselves, especially when it is their 
right, and they see the money kings boldly 
invading the halls of congress. Here were 
men willing to forsake associations cement- 
ed on the field of battle in order to clasp 
bands with their southern brethren,, and 
here was blazed the path to success. The 
democratic leaders in the early 80’s recog- 
nized this fact, and proposed a fu- 
sion with the various ele- 
ments which were tired of re- 
publican rule. Under the banner of what 
some Wall street democrats are pleased to 
eall “dishonest money,” the democrats en- 
tered the campaign of 1882, and carried 
the state by a vote of 154,269 against 149,- 
697. This was the first democratic victory 
since the war in a distinctively republican 
state of the northwest. It was won on the 
issue of financial legislation in favor of 
the people, and not of Wall street. It was 
the identical issue upon which 
a . dozen other democrats’ states 
in the northwest might have been carried, 


had the democrats of those states not been: 
tied to Wall street like a dog to a wagon.

The Backset of 1884. 

In 1883 the democrats had an_. in- 
creased plurality of 7,506. Then 
came on the presidential election 
of 1884. Let it be borne in mind here that 
this contest had involved in it the presi- 
dency, when the fealty of men of re 
publican antecedents was put to the severest 
test, yet, notwithstanding party pressure, 
war prejudice, the fear of turning the gen- 
eral government over to the south, the re- 
~ublican ticket only secured a plurality of 
3,953. This is in dyed-in-the-wool repub- 
lican Michigan, which, in time past, had 
given 53,000 republican plurality. In the 
year following, the democrats, or fusion- 
ists, gained a plurality of 17,390. It was in 
1886 that, under the tinkering policy of 
gome democrat in position in Washington 
that this state of affairs was reversed, 
enough farmers returning to their third 
party affiliation to let the republicans haved

Z The ceesidenalel election of 1888 came 
on. The farmers of Michigan, whose vote 
had thus repeatedly wrenched the state 
from republican control, seeing that. the 
democratic candidate for the presidency was 
on record as strongly against their demands 
for relief as was the head of the other 
ticket, a republican plurality of 3,953, in 
1884, became 22,923 in that year. Thus 
the campaign of education was turned into 
one of disaster. , 

At the Helm Again. 

In 1890 the local democrats, being freed 
from the incubus of Washington, returned 
to the true issue upon which votes may be 
taken from the republican party in the 
great northwest—that of free silver coin- 
age and an expansion of the currency to 
meet the necessities of business. The 
plank reads: , 

We believe in the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver, unhampered by condi- 
tions as to the legal tender qualities of either, 
and unhampered by the proviso suspending 
coinage of silver after July 1, 1891. We con-

They Were Nine. 
Today, on the steps of the capitol, I 
chanced upon a group of farmers who had 
just. left Governor Winans’s room. Of 
nine of them, I found that eight had 
served in the federal army, and on historic 
and sentimental grounds were republicans. 
“Bye we have been voting for nioney re- 
lief,”” said one of them, “for twelve years. 
We have our families to take care of,, and 
do not care for the fortunes of politicians. 
We have voted with the greenbackers, 
when there was ne other agerticy to express 
our views. We then voted with the dem- 
ocrats, because they were: stronger, and 
could sooner carry out our views. The 
national bank system shuts the farmer 
out altogether. If the farmers of the 
north and south would only join together, 
we would force relief, and these men 
who live on the estrangement of the sec- 
sags would find themselves with nothing 
to do.”’

Iowa a Case in Point. 

The ninth man had just returned on a 
visit to his old home from Iowa, where he 
is now a prosperous farmer. 

“There is a strong tie,” he said, “be 
tween farmers -everywhere. Governor 
Boies, for whom many of our delegates ‘to 
the state convention are being instructed, 
would make an admirable president. He is 
on our line. He has twice been elected 
governor of our republican state. It is the 
farmers who have unhorsed the republicans.

THE WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 


The Approprialion Bills Being Rushed 
Through—How They Stand. 


Washington, May 1.—Notwithstanding the 
time lost in adjournments from Thursday or 
Friday of eath week until the following Mon- 
day, the senate is disposing of business with 
a degree of rapidity that is in marked contrast 
with the conduct of affairs in the house. But 
two of the regular annual appropriation bills, 
which have passed the latter body, remain. to 
be acted upon by the senate. One of them— 
the naval appropriation bill—will doubtless 
be disposed of within ten days, and the other 
—the pension appropriation bill—is purposely 
withheld in order to obtain a clearer insight 
into the needs of the pension bureau than is 
possible at this time. 

The resolution in relation to the Choctaw 
claims is unfinished business, and may be 
further debated tomorrow. When it is out 
of the way the bill for the protection of 
aliens will be taken up. The discussion un- 
der this head promises to be interesting, be- 
cause it will doubtless touch upon the killing 
of the Italians at New Orleans, and will also 
involve free expressions of opinion upon the 
proper definitions of the functions of the na- 
tional and state governments. 

The revenue marine transfer bill, according 
to: Mr. Butler’s notice, will be called up 
Thursday, and Friday afternoon is set apart 
for the delivery of eulogies upon the late 
Senator Wilson, of Maryland. 

Slow Work of the House. 


As the session begins to lengthen, while bus- 
iness in the house is proceeding at a snail's 
pace, owing to- dilatory tactics, the désire of 
friends of particular measures to advance bills 
committed to their charge is becoming more 
and more marked. There are now four 
measures pressing upon the attention of the 
house, an early consideration of which is be- 
ing urged on various special grounds. These 
measures are the Bryan free binding twine 
bill, the Hatch anti-options bill, the sundry 
civil appropriation bill in charge of Mr. Hol- 
civil appropriation bill in charge of Messrs.

GEORGIANS AT THE FEDERAL CAPITAL.

Washington, May 1.—(Special.)—During 
the past week the race course has proven 
more attractive to the average mentber 
of congress than the capitol. 

Since the races commenced last Monday 
| it has been almost impossible after 2 
o'clock in the afternoon to get a quorum 
in either house of congress, but should the 
roll be called at the race track there is 
little doubt but that a quorum would ans- 
wer to their names. 

On Thursday the house had to suspend 
| business and send the sergeant-at-arms 
out to the track to arrest absentees and 
| compel their attendance, but the track is 
five miles from the capitol, and although 
the officers of the“house captured several 
carriage loads of members they did not 
| return with them. until those members 
who were at the capitol became tired of 
| waiting ‘and adjourned the house. Nine- 
teen of the arrested members were car- 
ried before the bar of the house and put 
on trial Friday; but as usual all made 
excuses and were only punished by their 
colleagues making sport of them for a 
time. 

The same thing will perhaps be gohe 
through with several times next week. 
The average member of congress is a 
lover of good horse racing and cannot 
resist the temptation, although they«may 
have to shirk their congressional duties. 
AS a consequence neither house of con- 
gress will be able to accomplish much 
work until after the races which, fortu- 
nately, end next Saturday. , 

Tom Reed's Aspirations. 

Ex-Speaker Tom Reed is an. avowed 
candidate for the republican presidential 
nomination. He does mot believe the 
‘republicans of the country want Harri- 
son again, and if Mr. Blaine will step out 
of the way, he believes that he stands a 


than any other man before the country. 

One of the plays he is now making 
to gain popularity is to force Speaker 
Crisp to recognize his rules of the last 
congress by counting a quorum. To do 
this, under Reed’s leadership, the repub- 
licans have persistently refused to vote 
upon any proposition for several days. 
When the roll is called and no quorum 
votes Mr. Reed announces that while no 
quorum is recorded as voting it is evident 
that a quorum is present. Speaker Crisp 
holds that the rules provide for a voting 
quorum and refuses to count a quorum 
ag present unless it is so shown on the 
- clerk’s tally sheet. The democrats have 
sixty more than a quorum of the mem: 
bers, but it seems impossible to keep a 
quorum of them in the house. ._ - 

While Reed will continue his present 
tactics, to the annoyance of the demo- 
cratic leaders, he will never aecdimplish 
his purpose; and unless he cdn be nomi- 
nated on his rules as a platform, without 
having them endorsed by a democratic 
house, he will not be nominated at all. 
There are_many republicans who really 
believe Reed has a good chance of being 
the republican nominee. 

Colonel Livingston did not go to Birming- 

ham with the other alliance men from 
here, on account of business in the house, 
which requires his presence -here. He, 
however, gave his proxy to Mr. Tillman, 
one of the members of the alliance legis- 
lative committee here.

| MAY DAY IN BUROPE. 


Workingmen Out in Large Nombers, 
but They Kept Quiet. 


HALF A MILLION IN LINE IN LONDON 


‘They Gather at Hyde Park and 
Listen to Speeches. - 


A VERY SLIM TURN-OUT IN PARIS, 


The Police Taking Bvery Precaution to 
Prevent Trouble—King Humbert 
Cheered by the Populacs.

London, May 1.—(Special.)—The expect- 
ed and long prepared for labor dewpn- 
strations were held today in most of the 
large cities of the continent and various 
Manufacturing and mining districts. In 
many places the authorities had forbid- 
den the holding of processions, and the 
workingmen observed the holiday by 
taking their families to suburban resorts 
and passing the day in a quiet manner. 
In view of the many outrages per- 


petrated by the anarchists during the 


past few months and many threats that 
have been made to make the day memor- 
able for its disorders the authorities in 
all continental cities adopted most strin- 
gent precautions to prevent or suppress 
any outbreak. Every city has its contin- 
gent of socialists and anarchtsts, and 
May day was the appointed time at which 
they were to show themselves.in force 
and to give proof of their power. 

Thus far advices received here show 
that in most places the day was passed 
harmlessly if not quietiy. There were 
assemblies of workingmen, where 
speeches of an inflammatory character 
were made; but the police were gener- 
ally on the alert and good oréer, was 
not absolutely preserved was_ easily 
restored when breeches of order occur- 
red. 
May day was observed here in a very 
quiet manner. A large procession formed 
on the Thames embankment and marched 
to Hyde park, where monster meetings 
were held. A large crowd of speakers 
addressed the crowd, including Cunning- 
ham Graham, the socialist member of 
the house of commons, Tom Mann at? 
Ben Tillett, labor leaders, and Hepniak, 
a Russian nihilist. 

Dispatches. from Parts, Berlin, Vienna, 
Madrid and Rome say the day was ob- 
served by parades, etc., but no riotous 
demonstrations were made.

THREE WERE DROWNED, 


Two Girls and a Boy Lost of a Merry 
Picnic Party. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 1.—(Special.)— 
Yesterday was observed in the public 
schools of this city as a picnic holiday, as 
May Day fell on Sunday. 

A party of sixteen pupils of the middle 
class of the High school visited a grove in 
the vicinity of Rock Eye, at South Chicka- 
mauga, eight miles from Chattanooga, 
where the Chickamauga creek is crossed by 
the Western and Atlantic railway. Four 
of the party, Wendell Sanders, seventeen 
years of age, son of Newell Sanders, pres- 
ident of the Chattanooga Steamboat Com- 
pany and president of the Chattanéoga 
Plow Company; Miss Bennie Cheney, six- 
teen years of age, daughter of R. D. 
Cheney, a prominent contractor; Miss Julia 
Blanche Barr, the sixteen-year-old daughter 
of ‘J. H. Barr, an attorney, and George 
Patton entered an old fishing punt, which 
they found on the shore and pushed out 
into the stream. At this point the creek 
is sixty feet wide and nine feet deep. The 
boat was very frail. Upon the boat rock- 
ing and shipping a little water, the party 


leaned to one side and careened the boat ; 


so that it half filled with water. At this 
juncture Sanders begged them all to sit 
still and they would not upset, but despite 
his warning the other occupants once again 
leaned to one side and the boat upset. Pat- 
ton, who could swim, endeavored to save 
Miss Barr and had nearly reached the 
shore with her when she let go and sank 
immediately. Miss Cheney chung to San- 
ders and both went down. Patton grabbed 
a limb and was saved. The three bodies 
were recovered at periods varying from 
half an hour to two hours. The tragic oc- 
currence has cast a gloom over the entire 
city. The bodies were brought to the city 
and removed to the residences of the sev- 
eral families.

Hear Lithonia. 


TWO NEGROES FALL OUT AND sH00e 


And One Drops Dead, While the 
Murderer Escapes. 


ANOTHER NEGRO FATALLY WOUNDED 


At the Same Place ina Different RBow—Ali 
Caused by General Sunday 
Drunk. 


Late last night information reached 
the city of a bloody double tragedy, 
which biackened the record of the fair 
May Day. : 

One negro was killed instantly. Another

was fatally injured anf is expected to 


die at any moment. | 

The actual details of the tragedy coulé 
not be obtained as it occurred out of 
Lithonia. But from a gentleman in that 
village who made a hurried investigation 
and from a telegram to the police depart- 
ment the main facts were gathered. 

Venable’s mountain, about one mile 
from Lithonia, was the scene of the ugly 
tragedy. 

This is a rugged place. It is too rocky 
and hilly fer farming, and only quarry- 
men reside there. Sunday is a day of rev- 
elry with the negroes and is usually 
spent in drunken carousals. Fights were 
not infrequent. Yesterday drunken 
negroes hung about the place making it 
hideous with their wild bedlam. An 
unusual crowd had gathered at the moun- 
tain. An illicit deggery is kept there 
by a white man in open defiance of law, 
and fired by the mean whisky which he 
dispensed the negroes were unusually 
boisterous and quarrelsome. — 

A number of brawls were had, and sev- 
eral lively scrapping matches resulted. 

Tom Parrington, a negro quarryman and 
a yellow barber named Clarence Payne, 
became involved in a drunken quarrel, The 
cause of the quarrel was trivial; hot words 
were passed and Payne drew his pistol 
and fired at Parringten. 

Parrington sank to the ground with a 
groan, and before anyone could reach him 
was dead. 

In the excitemeng that followed, Payne 
ran off, but none of the negroes could af- 
terwards tell in which direction. 

The friends of the dead negro took 
charge of his body and carried the tidings 
of the fatal tragedy to Lithonia and Mar- 
shal Prophitt was notified.

@ More Water and Cheaper Water, 

It-is by no means too soon to begin to 
consider the question of cheapening the 
cost of water to consumers, for in but a 
few months the limpid water of the Chat- 
tahoochee will be turned in the greatest 
abundance through the vast network of 
veins which are fed from the arteries of 
Atlanta’s water supply. 

There will be enough for liberal use by 
everybody, and the city should see to it 
that the cost to consumers is low enough 
to put it in reach of everybody—from the 
largest manufacturing houses, measuring 
their need by the ten thousand: gallons, 
to the humblest cottage using not more 
than one or two water-stops. 

The first thing to do when the new sys- 
tem gets in full running order and demon- 
strates its adequacy, is to abolish the 
“water meter from private rasidences. 
Water, for home consumption, should not 
be charged for by the cupful, any more 
than sunshine should be dispensed at 
bushel rates, or the atmosphere measured 
amd sold by the cubic yard. 

The meter system has served its time 
and will soon be a relic of the meagerness 
of the water supply of Atlanta’s village 
fays. 

The suggestion of Councilman Northen 
om this line is well worth the thoughtful 
consideration of the council.

“The Loss of Southern Statesmanship.” 

We have noé recently had an opportu- 
nity to read a more pessimistic or inapt 
article than that which Mr. J. C. Hemp- 
hill, of The Charleston News and Courier, 
contributes to the May number of The 
Forum, under the title of “Free Coinage 
and the Loss of Southern Statesmanship.” 
It seems to have been written with a 
view to creating an unwholsome impres- 
sion in regard to the south. This, indeed, 
may not have been the intention of the 
writer, but it will most assuredly be the 
effect of the article among those who are 
‘accustomed to regard the south with a 
euriosity cold and critical enough to be 
the twin of unfriendliness. 

“Strangers who regard Mr. Hemphill as 
a representative southern editor are 
bound to infer that the south is in a con- 
dition as hopeless as it is distressing. 
They are plainly told that the character 
of our citizenship is changed for the 
Worse, and, to support that charge and 
the additional one that the conduct of 
southern representatives is controlled by 
purely personal considerations, Mr. Hemp- 
hill cites. the recent vote on the Bland bill 
in the house of representatives. We are 
told that, so far as southern public men 
are concerned, they “seek office for the 
money there is in it rather than for 
the service they can render their country,” 
and “principle stands aside for policy.” 
All of which is put forth to prove Mr. 
Hemphill’s remarkable theory of “free 
coinage and the loss of statesmanship.” 
Jt is a dreadful scene of moral -confu- 
sion and decay to which Mr. Hemphill 
draws the attention of the country. 
Those who are not wallowing in the mud 
are bespattered with it, and the unfortu- 
nate new south is going about with a 
frayed and raveled conscience‘and bedrag- 
gled convictions.

Cotton Mills North and South. 

The bill pending in the Massachusetts 
legislature to reduce the working hours 
of women and children in the factories 
to fifty-four hours per week has brought 
out some interesting testimony. 

The cotton manufacturers of the state 
oppose the bill, and declare that they are 
straining every nerve to compete with 
the southern mills. To reduce the hours of 
labor would make competition with the 
south impossible. One of the manufac- 


mittee that the nature of the work and 
the necessities of the times demanded 
the very cheapest class of labor. 

J. Howard Nichols, of the Dwight Man- 
ufacturing Company, at Chicopee, said 
that competition partly from southern 
mills, “‘is so intense that a small fraction 
of a cent on a yard is the difference 
between success and failure,” to a Massa- 
chusetts mill, and he adds: “For myself 
I confess the outlook is not cheering, and 
I woulé not invest nor advise a friend to 
put one dollar into any new astton fac- 
tory in Massachusetts. * * * Our men of 
greatest wealth are not putting their 
money into mills in Massachusetts. They 
can find more profitable employment else- 
where for their capital, and they see the 
danger which threaténs them here.” 

N. R. Borden, of Fall River, testified: 

The southern states have today almost, if 
not quite, as many cotton spindles as the 
cities of Lowell and Lawrence combined, and 
the building of factories in those states is 
increasing all the time. And when it is con- 
sidered that the hours of labor in the southern 
mills are from sixty-six hours weekly in 
Georgia to siaty-nine and seventy-two hours 
weekly in other localities in the south, that 
labor is very much cheaper there than in Mas- 
sachusetts; that the facilities for transporta- 
tion of finished goods are very much more 


‘advantageous there than here; that there is 


comparatively no cost for the transportation 
of raw cotton to the mills, and that even now 
the finished product of these southern mills is 
being offered over the counters of New York, 
Boston and other leading markets, in direct 
competition with goods made in Massachu- 
setts, to say nothing of exportation, it will be 
seen that the situation is becoming somewhat 
serious, to say the least. 


Elliot C. Clark, of the Booth @nills at 


Lowell said: 

I simply want to give you a few cold facts 
in regard to southern competition. It seems 
to me that the whole danger to our Massa- 
chusetts industries is from the south; that has 
been brought to my attention, especially 
within the last few years, byethe fact that 
southe:n mills are taking away my work from 
me. I am losing my contracts a great deal in 
that way. It is also the same in regard to 
the trade in China, because the southern states 
get ahead of me. I have looked into the sub- 
ject carefully, comparing goods, prices, ete., 
with those of South Carolina mills, to learn 
where and how I was being beaten. There 
are several good milis down there. The 
Pacolet is a good mill; so is the Olifton and 
the Piedmont. I looked at their goods and 
found they were just as good as mine. They 


beat me actually in speed. In the cost per 


pound of thirteen to twenty-two yarn I found 
they beat me out of my boots; we are not in 
it with them. My cotton was costing me 10.2 
cents per pound and theirs 9.15 cents. The 
differencs in the price of cotton was pretty 
nenr the profit. They are just as good 
weavers, just as good spiuhers—so those who 
have been there tell me. This is the sort of 
competition we are meeting with. 

Other witnesses followed in the same 


line, ani admitted that their business 
was in danger of being transferred alto- 
gether to the south in order to be in sight 
of the cotton fields. So great is the ca@npe- 
tition that the northern mills are forced to 
increase speed, reduce Wagés and intro- 
duce new mechanical appliances, and 
even with these changes dividends are 
decreasing. The Massachusetts manufac- 
turers unanimously said to the commit- 
tee, “It will be impossible for us to con- 
tinue any longer in competition with the 
southern mills; and this industry upon 
which so much of the prosperity of New 
England rests will leave it, if a law is 
passed reducing the hours of labag.”’ 
With these facts before us, the thing 
to do is to go ahead with our cotton mills, 
and build new ones. Our New England 


competitors are already on the run, beg- } 


ging the law to interfere in their behalf. 
We must press the advantage already 
gained,. and control the manufacture as 
well as the production of dur great staple. 
This is the surest way to build up the 
industrial interests of the south, and we 
shall be short-sighted indeed if we do not 
profit by these admissions of our com- 
petitors, and turn their loss into our gain.

would have thee grant a nolle prosequi for 
John Atkins, his servant, whom thou hast 
sent to prison.’’ 

Holt, C. J.; “Thon art a false prophet and 
a lying knave. If the Lord God had sent thee, 
it would have been to the attorney general, 
for He knows that it belongeth not to the 
chief justice to grant a nolle prosequi. But 
I, as chief justice, can grant a warrant to 
convict thee to bear him company.” 

This was immediately done, and both 
prophets were convicted and punished.

Plaintiff 
FOR THAT OF THE DEFENDANT 


In a Criminal Prosecution—She Perjured 
Herself to Get a Damage Verdict 
and Failed. . 


The sequel of a damage suit against the 
‘Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany is to be written on the criminal re- 
cords of the Fulton superior court. 

It will be a sequel hardly expected or 
desired by the original plaintiff in the 


damage suit. 

Coot: November the superior court took 
up the case of Lizzie McGivens against 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company—a damage suit—for trial. 

The plaintiff, a negro woman, came hob- 
bling into court.on a stick, apparently walk- 
ing with the greatest difficulty. Her efforts 
to get along were quite pitiable and ex- 
cited the sympathy of the people in the 
courtroom. 

The accident of which she complained, 
and in which she sustained her injuries had 
happened more than a year before the trial, 
yet her locomotive powers seemed to be 
badly disabled. 

On the stand she swore that she was 
unable to walk without the use of the big 
stick she carried; that her ankle had been 
broken in the accident, and that since she 
was hurt she had not been abte to do any 
kind of work. 

In the cross examination she was asked 
by the attorney of the Consolidated com- 
pany if she was not at a negro ball in Me- 
Donough on Christmas after the accident 
and if she did not dance there. 

“No, sah,” she declared emphatically, 
“T wuz not at de ball, an’ I wuz not in 
dat McDonough town.” 

The next witness sworn in the case was 
the town marshal of McDonough. 

He testified that he knew Lizzie Mce- 
Givens, the plaintiff; that she was at the 
ball on the Christmas night in question; 
that she was the belle of the festive event, 
and was the chief dancer present. 

Then the negro who had accompanied 
Lizzie McGivens to the ball was sworn and 
testified that he had accompanied her to 
the ball, and that she had been one of the 
most graceful dancers of the occasion. 
Then came the hostess, who gave the ball, 
and she corroborated the two witnesses who 
had preceded her. 

The attorneys for the plaintiff worked 
hard to confuse the last three witnesses 
but to no ayail. 

Of course the jury found for the road 
and the civil suit was ended. 

But a criminal suit sprang from it and in 
the second suit Lizzie occupied the posi- 
tion of defendant. 

The grand jury took up the case and in- 
dicted her for perjury. 

This is doubtless but one of many in- 
stances in existence where plaintiffs swear 
falsely against corporations in order to get 
a verdict for damages. 

The grand jury will indict and the so- 
licitor general will vigorously prosecute all 
such cases that comes under their notice.
